LONDON, Aug.. 26.—(By Ca- 
ble.) The Times tomorrow will’ publish 
a dispatch from Tieh-Tsin, stating that 
an imperial edict has been issued in con- 
hection’ with the outrages Perpetrated on 
the missionaries and ithe murder of Rev. 
James Wylie, a Presbyterian missionary, 
who ‘was ‘recently - killed at Liao-Yang by. 
Chinese soldiers who were marching to 
Korea. ‘The edict condemns the Chinese 
officers “responsible | for the general con- 
duct of the troops, rand orders the 
actual murderers be beheaded. 

It is further ordered that the dled 
which have been destroyed be rebuilt at 
the expense of the people in the localities 
where the outrages were committed, and 
that ‘compensation be paid the relatives of 
Wylie. The Tsung-Yamen, or supreme 
council,-and Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
expressed deep regret to the British Min- 
ister because of the outrage. 

JAPANESE NOTABLES. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—S. Kurino, the new 
Minister from Japan to ‘this country, 
passed through here this morning, on his 
way to Washington. He had no meeting 
with Count Mishima, the cousin of te. 
Mikado, who was in the city. 

Prime Minister Mishima, his secretary, 
Nagaski, and their two servants left at 
10 o'clock tonight, over the Burlington. 
They will. stop one day at Denver and 
a day at Salt Lake, after which they 
will proceed to San Francisco, and take 
a steamer for Japan. ;

= A MASTERLY MOVE. 

LONDON, ‘Aug. 27.—The Times this 
morning publishes a dispatch from Tien- 
Tsin, dated August 23, stating that Gen. 
Yeh, with 4000 men, has effected a junc- 
tion with the“Chinese main body at Ping- 
Yang. ‘The remainder of the force under 
Gen. Nich’ is expected to arrive at Ping-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—The last

$200,000 ‘for’ a ‘government exhibit) at the 
Cotton: ‘States Exposition, to be held at 
‘Atlanta, and the. cession to each of. the 
arid-land.

es the military no one was. more impor- 
tant, ‘than the plan fathered by Repre- 
sentative Curtis of: ‘Kentucky, which re- 
cently became law, regulating enlist- 
‘ments in the regular army ‘upon new 
principles, : the most important of whieh 
are. that recruits in the--time of peace 
must ‘be’ citizens of ‘the United States or 
have declared their intention to become 
citizens; , they must be able to ‘read, write 
and speak the English language and be 
under 35 years of age. To promote the 
efficiency ofthe naval militia, a compara- 
tively new branch of the volunteer. service, 
Congress. authorizéd the temporary. loan 
to any State mak‘ng application for’ it, 
of any vessel of the navy whith was not 
fitted. for. regular service. An act twas 
passed construing ‘he law relating to thé 
retirement and pay of mates in the navy 
so-that. the twenty-tight warrant officers, 
now. serving as mates, shall be eligible to 
the retired list and shall be. salaried at 
$1200 when at sea, and $700 while on 
leave or waiting orders. 

Two important laws relating to the life- 
saving service were enacted, one providing 
that the stations on the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts shall be manned from the Ist cf 
August to the ist of June, and these of 
the lakes from the op:ning until the close 
of mravigation, the other extending the 
benefits of* the marine hospitals to ‘the 
crows of those stations. — 

On suggestion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the quarantine were 
amendei to exempt vessels plying between 
n:arby ports cf the United States and 
Canada: and Mexico. The act of March 3, 
1885, relating to lights on. fishing vessels,

Tle most important acts emanating from 
the Committee on Judiciary were: An act 
for the protection of persons furnishing 
materials and labor for the construction 
of. public works by allowing them to bring 
suit against contractors in the name of 
the government; an act permitting certain 
classes of corporations to furnish bonds for 
government officials; one fixing the time 
for holding Federal Court sessions in Ne- 
braska, and an act amending the funding 
act of Arizona. 

On recommendation of the Ways. and 
Means Committce, the articles of foreign 
exhibitors at the Tacoma Interstate Fair 
were exempted from the>payment of Cuties.

THAT BILL. 


‘Benater Jones of Arkansas Gives Its 
History. 

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 26.—In a special to the 
Republic from -Little Rock, Ark., Senator 
Jones gives a history of the recent Tariff 
Bill contest. .The Senator, it will be re- 
membered, was a member of the :- ub-com- 
mittee to ‘which the bill: was first referred. 
In his* statement Mr. Jones says in part: 
“The bill; as first reported back to the 
committee by us, may be considered as an 
expression of the opinions of our sub- 
committee, unmodified by the views of our. 
ad in Senate. 

a large majority of the _Demo- 
crats in the Senate were perfectly satis- 
fied~ with ‘this bill, a number complained 
of different parts of it, and in an effort for 
harmony .we presented another. While 
there are changes in a number of the 
schedules of more or less importance, this 
second report. of ours provided also for 
| free. sugar, free coal and: free iron ore.”’. 

‘The- Snator relates the persistent de- 
mands ‘the Senators. representing the

These modi- 
ath ithe involved changes of the sugar 
schedule from a specific to an ad valorem 
duty, tthe imposition of an additional tax 
of one-tenth of 1 cent per pound upon all 
sugars imported from countries paying 
bounties, and that the bill should not be- 
come operative until the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1895; taxes on irom and ore at 40 
cents per ton, and changes in the textile 
and other schedules of more or sons im- 
portance.”’ 

Before the amended bill was venenias 
back to the committee, Senator Jones said 
he consulted with President Cleveland, Sec- 
retary Carlisle and members. of the 
Finance Committee, explaining the neces- 
sity for, making the changes mentioned. 
| They all agreed as to the advisability of 
doing so, and a caucus of Democratic Sen- 
ators decided to support the bill as 
amended.

"T resisted all these changes with all 
my power, as did my colleague on the sub- 
committee, Senator Vest, and we made 
them as small as possible, and at last only 
accepted such as were absolutely nece:- 
sary to the passage of the bill The bill” 
as passed, howeyer, is a great departure 
from McKinleyism, and is a great measure

The Fearful Wind Along the 
‘Sea 


One Thousand Lives Thought 
to Be Lost. 


Fears for the Safety of Two Parties 
of American Tourists Now 
Missing. 


Towns Overturned, the Country Rav- 
aged and Fishing-boats Sunk— 
Passenger Steamers Have 
Not Artived in Port.

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 26.—A special. cable 
to the Globe-Demecrat from St. Petersburg 
says ‘that words cannot describe the wind 
that swept across the sea of Azocf yester- 
day. It is impossible for days yet to com- 
pute the damage done, but it is almost cer- 
tain that 1000 have perished, some by 
drowning, others by being crushed under 
falling houses. The excitement is great 
among the American colony in this city, 
for it is feared that at least two parties of 
American tourists were on the Sea of Azof 
at the time the wind did its deadly work. 

All the afternoon. there has been a 
string of sailors at the American Ministry 
asking, almost begging for news. from | 
Odessa, whence tthe tourists were to have |

The village was razed— 
overturned, as if an immense plow had 
been pushed through it. Lying everywhere 
were women and children, dead or in the 
last agonies. The shallow waters of the 
Sea of Azof were lashed into such a height 
that it was plain that every fishingboat 
must have been sunk. The cyclone swept 
on to the northwest after wrevking 
Nogaisk. 

Its path seemed to have been unusually 


wide, for at Marinopol it devastated the 


country to a point eleven miles inland, 


Marinopol was practically blotied out of 
existence. 
are left standing. It is estimated that 
three hundred persons perished in this 
place alone. North of here the cyclone 
made a sudden turn to the east, over 
Dolga Points. Its left edge inflicted 
slight damage to the town of Berdimsk. 
Houses were unroofed and a dozen per- 
sons killed by falling timbers. Once at 
sea, the storm made its full fury feli. 
Of the steamers that touch at the port 
of Berdimsk, not one had come in at the 
hour of the latest report. Grave fears 
are expressed that every craft on the 
sea has gone to the bottom, and that 
every passenger is drowned. When the 
wind swept over the northern end of Azof 
it took a new course, going southerly 
along the coast of the land of the Black 
Cossacks. Turneisk and Achuev were 
ravaged, each town being almost totally 
destroyed. Telegraphic communication } 
with this district is suspended, and it is 
impossible to learn the extent of the 
destruction, but at least one thousand 
persons must have died on the two 
shores. The storm, as nearly a8 can now 
be learned, seemed to suddenly lose its 
force near Temerink, and passed off with 
comparative quiet ‘southward, 
Black Sea.

THE "GOLDEN HOOF.” 

It begins to look as if the business 
of sheep-raising and wool-growing 1s 
doomed in Southern .California. The 
‘men engaged in that pursuit have 
been subjected to many annoyances 
within the last few years, not merely 
by private individuals, but also by 
county assessurs, who -have thought 
proper to levy tax, be it justly or un- 
fairly, whenever sheep-raisers and 
their flocks have passed the imagin- 
ary line which divides one political 
subdivision in the State from another. 
Men who have paid taxes on sheep 
in one county, object to paying them 
again, when by the force of vcircum- 
stances, principally superinduced by 
lack of feed, they are driven to the 
necessity of taking their flocks into 
neighboring counties.. When they do 
this it is naturally to keep their ani- 
mals alive and to avert financial wreck. 
They not only resent the action of 
assessors in such case, because it is 
unjust, but because of the impossi- 
liability of raising the money neces- 
sary for double taxation. Even when 
the flock-master is successful in the 
courts, lawyers’ fees and other costs 
will seriously curtail his profits when 
| he comes to sell his mutton and his 
wool, When to such unexpected out- 
lays are added the excessive charges 
made by land-owners for the rental 
of sheep pastures which cannot sup- 
ply feed all the year round, the prob- 
lem of raising meat and wool for a 
living becomes more and more diffi- 
cult. Furthermore, the available pas- 
tures of Southern California being de- 
void of nutriment for the sheep during 
several months in the year, flock- 
owners find it imperative to purchase 
the right to let their sheep run over 
barley and wheat fields after the crops 
have been gathered, in order that they 
may obtain sustenance from the stub- 
ble that remains on the ground. This 
is another heavy outlay, and ranch- 
owners are never slow in exacting 
the highest rates, per capita, obtain- 
able. In the end, the sheep-raiser 
finds that he is engaged in a losing 
business, which he must quit or go 
to the wall. | 

True, he has the remedy of seeking 
pastures new, and that is just what he 
is doing now. ‘Trustworthy reports 
from the San Joaquin region, below 
Santa Ana, and other points in South- 
ern California, are to the effect that 
sheep-men will be on the wrong side 
of the ledger this season, as they have 
been before within two or three years, 
and that nothing but new fields in 
other sections of the. union will save 
them. A vigorous effort has been in- 
augurated by a Los Angeles syndicate 
to find virgin lands for its flocks. A 
prominent sheep-raiser left yesterday 
for Texas to investigate some 70,000 


which are considered as suitable and 
available for sheep-raising. Other men 
are studying the advisability of in- 
quiring into the fitness of Southern 
Arizona. from the Patagonia Moun- 
‘tains to the San Luis Range, for simi- 
lar purposes. Thus an industry which 
before the era of orange groves, vine-

‘The 
other 28 are Chinese, who bought the 
crop, and are now giving employment 
to the white people. The women all 
work in the sheds and earn 75 cents 
to $1.50 per day. ia’ ‘

Sad Condition of Affairs in Iowa and 
Nebraska. 
A prominent resident of Santa Ana, 
Orange county, has just received a letter 


from a friend in Council? Bluffs, Towa, 


in which the existing condition of affairs 
in that locality is shown up in anything 
but a creditable manner. From the let- 
ter the following extracts are taken:. | 

“The dust has been from four to six 
inches deep on our roads through Iowa 
and Nebraska for the past sixty days. 
For thirty-three days we have. not had 
any rain, and for the first time eyer 
known, we will have almost a complete 
crop failure. Oats was about one-half 
a crop, and very short, making it hard 
to harvest, and selling for 40 cents per 
bushel. In ‘sections of Iowa farmers are 
cutting off their corn, ag it has been £0 
dry, and very hot winds, that the corn 
dried, and hundreds of acres will not yield 
two bushels to the acre, This product is 
now selling at 60 cents per bushel, with 
fair prospects of going to $1. 

“Hay is a complete failure in Central 
and Western lowa and Bastern Nebraska, 
selling at $12.50 per tom. Many of the 
farmers are killing their hogs and bury- 
ing them, as they have nothing to feed 
them. Cattle are being shipped to mar- 
ket so poor they can searcely stand u 
in the car..

THE BOYCOTT. 
Banish the Hateful “Word from the 
_  Woeabulaty. 

(Rev. John Snyder, in St. Louis Globe- 
Denocrat:} I-wish the hateful word ‘‘boy- 
cott” could be banished from the vocabu- 
lary of this country. It stahds for some- 
thing that is utterly, un-American, undemo% 
cratic and irrational. It would have been: 
fitted for Venice during the terror reign of’ 
the Council of Ten—or France in the days 
of the wastile. It is not fitted for a land 
where every man is supposed to have the 
benefits of the equal administration’ of just 
and impartial law. It has'no place in a 
land of ballots. Because, in its last analy 


sis, the boycott is simply a process by 
which a man ‘who has made himself ob- 


viduals may be indicted, tried, sentenced 
and punished for real or. fancied crimes, 
without: having the opportunity of appear- 
ing in person, or by representative, in his 
own defense. A mere glance at the history 
of criminal jurisprudence will shaw how 
long and bitter has been the--struggie in 
the past against such a detestable form of 
tyranny.

Grocer, butcher, milkman, etc., 
etc., were forbidden to sell her the nec- 
essaries cf life. At last she found one 
grocer who ‘was brave enough to sell her 
what she- needed, and then, the sneaking: 
scoundre!3, who had tried to starve her, 
smashed th> windows and doors of her 
house. Finally, an indignation meeting 
of citizens forced a reluctant Mayor to 
interfere in her behalf. In very truth, the* 
boycott resembles in ferccity -of its pur- 
pos: the ancient ecclesiastical excommuni- 
cation. The excommunicated pergon was 
cut off from all Wis kind. N’ man waz. 
to give him food, drink, clothes or shelter.

The Residence of Frank Lecouvreur 
on South Main Street the Scene 
of the Shooting—The Bur- 
glar Badly Wounded. 


1:05. o'clock this morning Officer 
Stephenson walked into the police sta- 
tion in. oharge of a youthful-appearing 
Mexican, whom he asked to have booked 
for burglary.

IS OUR SENSE OF SMELL 
OUT. 


DYING 


Increasing .the Efficiency of the 
Modern Soldier—A Novel 
Rubber Suit—Leaven as 


NEW YORK, July 28, 1894.—(Special

of our houses, and he holds that we are’ 
quietly letting drop, through disuse, one of 
the few senses we actually have. While 
the other senses are cultivated to the 
highest degree, by way of increasing the 
individual pleasure of living, the sense of 
smell is kept in abeyance. The delights 
to be derived from smell. are unheeded, 
and we are careful only to avoid the un- 
pleasantness of diagreeable odors. Our 
moses are, in. fact, not so much instru- 
ments of enjoyment as nuisance  in- 
spectays. In discussing the possibilities of 
developing the sénse of smell, Mr. Dillon 
recalls the story of a Breton peasant, 
who invented an “art of perfumes,’’ while 
inhaling the scents of the flowers of his 
native fields. Odors seemed to him to 
unfold themselves in ‘harmonious relation, 
and he went to Paris with a perfume 
box of many compartments, to give a 
“concert of perfumes.”’ But they took 
him for a madman, and he went back and 
died in obscurity..In Japan the sense of 
smell is trained to:an exceptional point. 
The Japanese have a beautiful game, the 
point of which, is the selection and clas- 
sification of various fragrant woods. A 
Singular instance of the way in. which 
the olfactory nerves can be temporarily 
stimulated is the expertence of visitors to 
me Kentucky Caves: On coming out of 

cave their nerves of smell are so sen- 
sitive that trees, animals and indiviuals 
have to them distinct aid characteristic 
odors, and this suscepttbility continues 
for some hours.

LEAVES AS FODDER. 
About a year ago M. Girard created great 
interest in agricultural circles by his 
stremious advocacy of tree leaves as cattle 
food.- He held that the Jeaves of trees 
as compared with other fodders, showed 
a high nourishing ratio, whether. fresh or 
dried, and that certain tree leaves/are no: 
as fodder by the products o’ 
natural prairies or pasture dands. Eur>- 
pean farmers, among ‘whom the French 
have taken the lead, have been system- 
atically testing M. Girard’s ideas by plac- 
ing their cattle on a treoet-leaf diet. The 
results are said to be most encouraginc, 
Tiae leaves after being picked are spread 
on the barn floor to the depth of three or 
four inches, and are turned once a day. 
The process of drying takes from three to 
five days, according to the weather, and 
when dried the leaves are piled up ready 
for use. It is found advisable to prepare 
each day’s supply twenty-four hours :- 
forehand, ‘when a small quantity 
chopped turnips is mixed with the leaves, 
and the whole is left to ferment. Miich 
cows thrive surprisingly on this fodder. 
The degree of nutrition afforded by differ- 
‘ent trees varies considerably; in fact, some 
trees ‘were entirely rejected, e final 
selection of the French fatmers was nar- 
rowed down to the leaves of five trees, tho 
hazelp aspen, ash, elm and iwillow 
A RAILWAY CAR CUSHION CLEANER. 
The French have brought carpet-cleaning 
machinery to a ‘high state of efficiency. 
One of their latest machines not only beats 
the carpets_of ra‘lway cars but also brushes 
the cushiohs while drawing off the dust. 
With tbis machine operated by one man. 
350 carpets or cushions can be oleaned 
in an ordinary working day. The machine 
consists essentially of a strong frame con- 
taining an endless band, Deaters revolving 
brushes, exhaust fans and suction pipes. 
The ¢arpets are attached to the endless 
bard, the revolution of which brings them 
under ithe influence of the beaters. These 
consisi of twelve stout leather straps fixed 
on the iron arms of a horizontally revciv- 
ing drum.

EFFICIENCY OF THE MODERN SOL- 
. BIER. | 
Great attention is being paid by Eu- 
ropean military authorities. to methods of 
facilitating the passage of rivers by cav- 
alry. For this purpose & bag, which has 
been designed by a Russian officer, is ex- 
pacted to be of tmmense service. It is 
made of waterproof. canvas, weighs only 
two and one-half pounds and is 4% ft. 
long, by: 2% ft. broad. This bag will hold 
the uniform, accoutraments and saddiery 
of a trooper and will float buoyantly with 
them. It is to be employed. by the Rus- 
sian army for independent cavalry opera- 
tions and will greatly increase the rapidity 
of making raids into the enemy’s territory. 
During the coming military maneuvers of 
the Prussian army severa! notable innova- 
tions will be made. Experiments will be 
tried with a new foldimg boat, which has 
been ordered from England for -the cav- 
alry. It is to be msed by the leading squad- 
ron of every cavalry regiment for the 
crossing of rivers and canals while recon- 
noitering and covering the advance of the 
main body. Several battalions of infantry 
will be furnishéd, as an experimeat, with 
a new fidld kit of reducsd weight, and 
the use of. bicycles for the transmission 
of orders and the keeping up of communi- 
cations in the fleld will b> tested thor- 


oughly, with the ultimate vitiw of reliev- | 


ing the cavalry of much of the work they 
have hitherto called to do in 
that connection: The tendency of modern 
war training is to throw upon the cavalry 
many duties ‘that devolved upan 
the engineers, and the coming meeting of 
the Germap army will probably mark a 
new ¢ra in the history of military tactics. 
A BIGYOLE FOR ONE-LEGGED RIDERS. 

A safety bicycle has been invented for 
onedegged riders. It is propeNed either 
entirely by the hand or in conjunction with 
pxdal-driving. usual handle-bar is 
bent so far around as to virtually make 
one handle. This handle has an up and 
down motion, which, by means of cranks, 
causes the revolution of a toothed wheel, 


fixed about half way between the handle- | 


bar and the axle of th> front wheel. ‘The 
driving of this »wheel is effected by means 
of a chain running around the toothed 
wheel on the hub of the front wheel, snmi- 
lar to that on the hind wheel of the ordi- 
nary safety. 3 
PRESERVING BOOKS IN THE TROPICS. 
The task of the librarian in hot climates 
is beset with anxiety. In addition to the 
cosmopolitan book-maggot, which drills 
pin-holes through and through the cover 
and body of a book, and often completely 
disintegrates it, he has to fight various 
kinds of ants and cockroaches. The white 
ant, for instance, devours the books whole- 
sale, but can generally be thwarted by 
placing the shelves upon stone insulators. 
The cockroach is of less importance, as it 
merely defaces the bindings. The usual 
protective treatment is to disinfect the 
books by pouring a, few teaspoonfuls of re- 
fined mineral naphtha, or benzine, into the 
crevices of the binding, and then shutting 
up the volume for a few days in a close- 
fitting box to prevent the escape cf the 
/fumes. If the books are subsequéntly 
sponged over lightly with the finest kero- 
sene oil, which is rubbed with a cloth be- 
fore it has had time to penetrate into the 


binding, they -are rendered distasteful to_ 


insects without causing serious injury. 
The odor of the kerosene is objectionable, 
but comparative immunity from insect at- 
tack is secured. Dr. George King reports 
favorably on an improved method, which 
consists in brushing the books over with a 
saturated solution of corrosive sublimate, 
made by constantly keeping a few lumps 
of the poison at *he bottom of a jar of al- 
cohol (the ordinary mothylated spirit) £0 
that the maximum amount may be ab- 
sorbed. It is needless to state that the 
poison must be very carefully handled. 
In the Indian Museum Library. the 
amount of damage by insects is graatly re- 
duced by keeping the books in close-fitting 
glass cases, on the shelves of which are 
placed a few ounces of naphthaline. As 
an additional precaution the paste used in 
binding the Indian Museum books is poi- 
soned by adding about half an ounce of 
sulphate of copper to each pound of paste. 
Books already infested are shut up for 
four or five days in an air-tight box of 


loose naphthaline, with as much of 
this substance a8 possible between 
the leaves. This treatment effect- 


ually disposes of even the ‘‘duck ant,” 
one of the most destructive pests of the 
tropics. If this insect once enters a book, 
he rapidly turns every page into the most 
elaborate lacework.

SHAKY SUIT SUIT CLUBS. 


A ienecal Tendency to Collapse in 
the Schemes. 

(San Francisco Post:) The tailors of the 
city are inclined to smile a little just now 
over the general collapse that seems to be 
overtaking what may be denominated as 
the “suit-club industry.’’ These plausible 
schemes, for their name has been legion 
- $n and about the city, have caught a good 
many people since they. were first placed 
‘before the public, and not a few persons 
have had cause to regret that they in- 
vested in them. 

On the surface the propositions of those 


engineering ‘he suit-club schemes were at- 


tractive enough. A ciub of forty men was 
to be formed, each member to pay in $l a 
week. Every week there was a “draw 
ing’ for a suit supposed to be worth $40. 
That subscriber who held the lucky num- 
ber obtained the suit, even if he had only 
paid a single $1 assessmsnt. Then he 
dropped out of the club and his place was 
taken by some one else. The unlucky 
members were those who did not win until 
they had paid numerous assessments. In 
any case, however, they would obtain a 
suit after making forty payments. So 
they would not be out any thing after all. 

Such was the statement of the promoters 
of the schemes. But somehow a great deal 
of dissatisfaction began to arise. It was 
noted that those who were in the drawings 
after paying only a single assessment or 
two were usually men prominent in’ pub- 
lic life, or who were known to have an ex- 
tensive acquaintance.

UNDER THE DUMMY. 


A. C. BUTLER IS STRUCK BY A 
CABLE TRAIN. 


The Man Has a Leg Broken, but Ap- 
pears Anxious That His Iden- 
tity Be Not Revealed—Evi- 

dently Intoxicated. 


A cable train to which was attached car 
No. 73, ran into a man at the corner Of 
First and Spring/ streets last night shortly 
after 11 o’cloc The train was west- 
bound and started to round the corner on 
the east side division with a clear track 
in front of it: Just as the center of the 
curve was reached a man was seen to 
wander in an aimless way toward the mid- 
dle of the street. The gripman rang the 
warning gong and thought that the man 
centainly ‘would stop and allow the cars 
to pass before attempting to make the 
crossing. The fellow appeared to be un- 
der the dinfluence of liquor, however, and 
stepped directly in front of the rapidly- 
moving dummy. The cable was dropped 


and the brakes were applied instamily, but / 


ibefore the train came to a standstill the 
man was underneath the dummy, a wheal 
of which}passed over ‘his left leg, breaking 
it above the knee and cutting a deep gash 
just below this spot. The ‘weight of the 
heavy car also pressed closely upon his 
breast and it was mecessary to lift the 
dummy before his body could be extricated. 
The patre! wagon was summoned and the 
wounded m2n was conveyed to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. He sezmed cheerful 
enough ‘when laid upon the operating tadie 
and insisted upon being tcld whether or 
not he was seriously injured. 

Police Surgeon Bryant and Dr. Ainsworth 
‘were called to attend him, and after a 
short examination’ they found that the 
man’s injuries were not necessarily fataL 
When Dr. Ainsworth asked the man what 
his name was he replied, “‘Smith,’’ but 
afterward changed this to A. C. Butler. 
Before replying to the questions, ‘however, 


he looked about and wanted to know 


whether there were any reporters present. 
Upon being assured that there were not by 
the physician, notwithstanding the fact 
that several eager newspaper men stood 
close beside him, he said that ‘ais name 
was A. G Butler, and that he had but 
lately arrived in this city from Cleveland, 
- He gave his residence as 233 West 
Fifth street. Jailer Hill started -to take 
possession of the money and. articles in 
the injured man’s pockets, when Butler 


stopped him and wanted to know what | 


the officer was doing. He reemed very 
much concerned about revealing his iden- 
tity, and said to the policeman in very em-— 
phatic tones, ‘‘Don’t you dare read any of 
my papers.”’ 

The physicians set Butler’s broken leg 
and sewed up the gashes on his face, and 
left the man resting quite easily. . 

Old “Dr/’ Sweeney, the man who at- 
tempted suicide on Saturday evening, oc- 
cupied a cot close to the overating table, 
and gazed in’a curious and interested fash- 
ion at the doctors while they worked on 
the mangled body of Butler. The latter 
was ‘evidentiy intoxicated when he walked 
in front of the cable train, consequently 
no blame is attached to either the gripman 
or conductor. 


Electric Bullet-finder. 


electric bullet-finder or probe, an in- 
vention of Dr. John H. Girdner of Now 
York consists of an ordinary metal probe 
ani an extra bud of the same metal that 
the probe is made of. Inasmuch as 
there is no battery connecied with the ap- 
peratus, it may puzzle even an electrician 
to discover waerein the electrical element 
lies, says the Boston Tranzecript.. Just hers 
is where the instrument assumes ics truly 
scientific aspect, for its invention proves 
that there is. a definite’ quantity of elec- 
iriocty in the battery which suppiies the 
current. ‘Dr. Girdner had tried for years 
to devise some surer .means cf locating 
bullets than was possible with ‘the ordin- 
ary probe. Some years ago s>m2body' had 
invented an electric bullet probe which 
depended on a Datiery cell to supply the 
current. But the trouble was that as soon 
as the end of the probe was inseried in the 
flesh an electric circuit would be e2zta’- 
shed through the flesh itself and the 
electric bell would ring. So f#t wag. not 
known whether a bullet had been touched 
Or not. One night it occurred to Dr. Gird- 
ner ‘that body itseif might contain 
enough of a current to operate a bell or a 
telephone recoiver. Experiments proved 
the fact. The principal] cf the instrument 
is as foMlcws: The metal bulb is placed 
in the weuwnded persen’s mouth, the tele- 
phone receiver is hald to the surgeon’s 
ear, and the probe in the nole made by the 
bullet. The bulb in the mouth and the 
probe are made of the same metal, copper 
being preferred; and because they are the 
same no manifestation is ‘heard in the tele- 
phone. But as soon as the leaden bullet 
is touched, it brings ancther meta? into 
the circuit. The human body then im- 
mediately becomes one immense cell, which 
generates a current strong enough to 
operate the telephone, so that as scion as 
the bullet is touched a click is heard in 
the telephone and the location of the bul- 
let is established beyond a doubt. - 


Green Plums for Olives. | 
" (Bingham (N. Y.,) Call:) Representatives 
of pickling, curing and preserving-houses 


of New York and other cities are making “ 


their annual visits to the fruit-growing dis- 
tricts of the State, contracting for plums, 
peaches, pears and other small fruits. The 
particular fruit now being purchased is 
green plums. This fruit is. new wpproxch- 
ing its size and appearance when it is 
especially desired by pickling establish- 
ments, from which it is turned out on the 
market as the olive—either French or 
Italian, as the demand may be. John F. 
White of Leicester, N.Y., bas 7000 plum 
trees in his orchard. He has wold the 
entire product, between 15,000 and 20,000 
bushels, to olive picklers. The extent of 


this home-grown olive business may be 
imagined is Known that Mr: 


White's orchard provides. only a small 
portion of the green plums ‘that are gold 
for olive pickling by the frult-growens of 
this part of the State.
